HELP THE AGED: Thank you all so very much for your help, and in particular 
our thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Ware and their helpers. 25 sacks of warm things 
were collected, and as they were collected early, quite a bit came to the 
Church and the Vicarage afterwards. These were taken to the central spot (St. 
Mary's Banbury) the following morning where there were 199 sacks awaiting 
collection. The amount in the collecting tin was £6.16. 


CAN YOU HELP?...Some of you will remember that my son Michael spoke to the young 
mothers and to the people in Church about his work with emotionally disturbed 
teenagers, and that when they leave the hospital for the outside world they 
are cared for by Community Associations. I have had an appeal from one such 
association and they are asking for:- paint and brushes (emulsion for walls 

and large brushes ), water paint and brushes for mural painting, sports equip- 
ment, table games and money. If you can help please let me know or put what 
you have on the table in the conference corner in Church, 


SEWING MACHINE: Has anyone a sewing machine they would be prepared to give to 
the Social Work Department of the Horton Hospital? This is required to help 
a young mother make her own clothes and to undertake dressmaking and curtain 
making for others. 


MEALS ON WHEELS: Is there anyone who would be prepared to help with this? The 
work can be done by one person with a car, visiting the school kitchen at 11.45 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays, and following the list, delivering the meals to some 
eight to ten.people. We usually take a week's session at a time (that is a 
Tuesday and a Thursday) and with the number of helpers we have already, only 
one session a school term is required, but it would be pleasant to have more 
help. .Giving out these delicious meals from the school kitchen gives one an 
appetite. Would you let me know if you would help? 


WAR MEMORIAL: Have you noticed the War Memorial in the Churchyard? ‘It has 

been cleaned and re-lettered, indeed made as new, the work being paid for 
anonymously. lle are indeed grateful for the kind thought and generosity of 
someone. who so obviously thought that the memory of those who fought. and died 

in two world wars should be kept fresh. You will’see the memorial on Remembrance 
Sunday (13th November) when we have the service there at 10.50 and afterwards © 
in Church. 


FAURE REQUIEM: The Deddington and District Choral Society, together with the. 
Church Choir and professional soloists will sing Faure's Requiem within the 
setting of the Communion Service. This will be on Sunday the 6th November at 
10.30 a.m. Faure wrote his Requiem in 1886, but it was not heard in England 
until 1936 - a Requiem in which the idea of Judgement is reduced, and in which 
the idea of Eternal Rest has the greater emphasis. ‘Sung within the octave of 
All Souls' Day, if you would wish the names of your loved ones to be remembered 
privately at the Altar, please let me know.

NOTES ON THE PARISH COUNCIL MEETING 28 September 1977 


1.Bay Equipment: Repairs to the Castle Grounds Play Equipment are now well under 
way. Ironically, Wicksteeds (suppliers of the equipment) made their: annual 
inspection just before work started. In contrast to last year's report when 
he swings etc. were judged beyond economic repair, tas pasernY recommendations 
are for the replacement of minor parts only. 


2.AlLlotments: Mr. Drake reported that he had been asked by Mr. John Webb, speak-= 
ing on 1 behalf of some of the long-standing allotment holders, that a neeting 
be arranged between the Council's Allotment Sub-Committee and all allotment 
holders. (A meeting was later fixed for October 6th and Mr, Webb circularised | 
allotment holders, urging them to attend to air the problems under review: 
measuring and allocation of plots, policy for the future ete.) 


3.Rubbish Dumping: Mrs. J. La F. Ward of 9 The Daedings has written again to 
the Council on the subject of rubbish dumped in the lane between The Daedings 
and the Council estate. No action has been taken since her earlier complaint 
back in April. It was suggested that she be asked to keep a look out for people 
dumping unlawfully and that Cherwell D. C. be asked to put up a "No Dumping" 
sign. Meanwhile the District Council Environmental Health Department is being 
asked to remove the rubbish there at present. 


Nettles on The Daedings - Hempton Road footpath have now been cut back = but 
the Parish Council is not sure who has obliged then! 


4,Insurance: The Clerk is to start from scratch sorting out the Council's 
insurance policies. Present concern is whether the P.C. is responsible for 
public liability on Southern Electricity Board lighting equipment. In other 
words, if a lamp drops on your head, who pays the compensation? 


5.Hempton Gap: No further comment has been received from the County Surveyor 
to Hempton Residents’ Association proposals for road safety..improvements.at » 
the Gap. The Council-is*now taking "Vigorous action" to get things moving. 
Mr. Billington is to phone County Hall, confirming his conversation in writing, 
to urge the Surveyor to meet representatives of the Council and the Residents": 
Association on site as early as possible. 


6.Mr. Welford reported that he had received a limited response to his appeal 
for support for a bank in Deddington. Few forms have been returned, although 
many people have given the proposal their verbal support. The final date for 
returning forms has been extended to 31 October and Mr. Welford will judge 
the prospects for success on the replies received then.

Ve Finance: The Finance Sub-committee reported that the’ financial position was 
reasonably satisfactory, but the Council should look into its income.and expend- 
iture in -moreidetail and must be very careful with expenditure in the coming year.

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If we are to maintain this healthy state there will need to be about 100 new 
jobs by the time the population reaches 2,000. Where can these jobs arise? 
There are the gaps mentioned - banking, chemist, hairdressing. Perhaps a 

new educational or social use may be found for the Windmill School site or 
maybe that will make way for additional housing. Farming is a stable industry 
which is unlikely to employ more. The hotels and catering etc. section can 
only expand a little in existing premises so unless a new establishment opens 
there is not likely to be great development. Small retail outlets are generally 
declining so we shall be lucky to retain what we have. Professional services 
will probably be fairly steady as increases in the private sector will be 
offset by decreases in the public sector = i.e. education with its declining 
numbers and: health with its need to keep costs down. The building industry 
might employ more v. a the present crisis is over but most firms will be wary 
of overdoing things in view of past experiences. Garages and Transport can 
expand a little but high fuel prices are likely to be a restricting factor. 


This leaves the manufacturing industries which is possibly where we must look 
for the greatest expansion. Nothing very large of course, but a continuation 
of the growth in cottage industries that has taken place in recent years. It 
would be nice to see a forge return to the village and perhaps some specialist 
clothing maker. In 1623 there were 9 tailors, 5 mercers, 4 glovers, 2 weavers, 
1 fuller and 1 collar-maker! Some modern light industry such as we already 
have would also be welcome, 


Any new enterprises, as well as existing ones, may well experience planning 
difficulties when the village is designated a conservation area, as it undoubt- 
edly will be in due course. In 1974 the newly formed Cherwell District Council 
took over the Oxfordshire County Council's responsibility for formulating plans 
for new conservation areas. Several villages, including Adderbury and Bloxhan, 
accepted the Council's proposals, Deddington Parish Council, however, opposed 
the plan to make 80% of the village a conservation area as it was thought that 
Deddington deserved to be treated as a whole unit - especially as the main 
part excluded was the part where local authority building had taken place and 
where further expansion is likely. 


The. past history of our County and District Councils is not over bright in 
conservation matters. It was made quite clear that no money would be available 
for improvements like the restoration of our timber framed town hall, although 
within the Civic Amenities Act (now incorporated into the Planning Act), there 
are provisions for grants. When the proposals come up again, it will be 
possible to consult other villages nearby to see how theyhave been affected 

and it must be hoped that this will coincide with an improved financial climate. 


Years ago a trader's main concern was with the "Market" in which he sold his 
wares but today his survival is more dependent upon whether he can cope with 
the bureaucracy of central and local government. He must satisfy the Inland 
Revenue, the Customs and Excise (VAT), the Health Authorities, the Fire Service 
and all the Acts relating to employment, safety, price controls, planning, 
trade descriptions etc. etc. A large part of his turnover and much of his 

time will go on these matters and it may often be some small addition to the 
load which breaks the camcl's back and forces a business to close. It was 

to help traders resist some of these pressures locally that the Deddington 
Chamber of Trade was formed two years ago. It is now affiliated to the National 
Chamber of Trade which is consulted by Government Departments when legislation 
is tabled. 


Let us hope that in this Jubilee year the Queen will restrain her ministers 
from clogging the wheels of commerce, as trade has always been at the root of 
civilized living, and in return we will wish her another 25 years of peaceful 
reign.
